The charges were filed by 
Flathead County Attorney Pa- 
trick Springer. McPhiltlps took

In handing down the sent- 
ence, McPhiUips said he felt 
"sorry for the little girls in- 
volved," and had no "choice but 
to sentence you to 20 years." 

The judge said the 20 years is 
about the life expectancy of a 
man of Leininger's age. He fur-' 
ther said he was giving some 
credence to the psychiatric re- * 
ports which had recommended [ 
Leininger be put under psychiat- 
ric help rather than be sent to ; 
the state prison. ■ i 

As a condition attached to the j 
sentence, McPhiUips said Lein- , 
inger, if put on probation or pa- * 
role, is to make arrangements 
for psychiatric outpatient treat- 
ment for the rest of his life. 

Under most conditions, a per- 
son sent to the state prison j 
serves about one-fifth of his * 
sentence before being released 
on parole. 
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
